EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

The application has been amended as follows: 
Claim 19: line 4, after "outlet" insert -of— 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
fails to teach or suggest the instantly claimed invention. Specifically, the prior art fails to 
teach or suggest cleaning a coil pipe of an heat exchanger by flushing the coil pipe with 
an ice/water mixture, wherein the ice and water are suctioned into the pipe and a 
negative pressure is created by the suction which does not exceed a value equal in 
magnitude to ambient atmospheric pressure. The closest prior art is that of Barry et al. 
(4724007). However, Barry teaches pressures within the range of 1000 to 10,000psi 
and further teaches using a high pressure liquid to propel the pig rapidly through the 
pipe. There would be no suggestion or motivation to modify Barry to include a negative 
pressure created by the suction since Barry teaches pressures within 1000 to 10,000psi 
and pulled suction at a negative pressure does not exceed a value of ambient 
atmospheric pressure (i.e. 14.7 psi at sea level). 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
